fiequent  examples  of  fathers  and  mothers  who  han^ 
-1  dilhwncd  their  children,  are  a  juft  foundation  for  that 
1  which  iinports,  that  the  declarations  of  parents,  even  He 
oath,  a^ainft  the  legitimacy  of  their  children,  fliall  not  be 
ail)  prejudice  to  them.  The  jcalouly  of  a  hufhand  agalnit 
lii”  v/ife,  the  avedion  of  a  father  or  mother  to  their  child,  ot 
a  hlip.d  prepofteftlon  in  favour  of  one  more  than  another,  may 
prompt  them  to  make  fiich  declarations.  To  thele,  or  the 
like  motivc'i,  itds  owing,  that  examples  Ihccking  to  humanity 
oiA'ar,  of  parents  rifnig  againft  their  own  blood,  hardening 
their  bowels  towards  objedis  the  mod  proper  to  move  them^ 
and  inftead  of  that  tender  inft  imft:  of  parental  aiFetftion,  which 
nature  has  im]>lanted  in  their  breafts,  fuliftituting  an  antipathy, 
which  infpires  them  with  abhorrence  of  their  own  oftspring. 

Ofthisclafs  \vcre  William  Harroiiard  and  Mary  Anne  Adam 
his  wife,  if  we  may  rely  upon  the  fenience  of  the  judges,' 
who  coniinned  the  ^ate  of  CharUs-Friincis  Harrouard  their 
foil.  111  which  cafe  there  is  this  reniarkabie  Singularity,  that 
when  the  father  had  tiril  contefted  the  ttate  of  his  (bn  witll 
the  mother,  who  afterted  it,  and  afterw'ards  deiifted  from  the 
profecution  ;  the  mother,  upon  her  hnfband^s  deceare,re(inned 
the  fiiit,  and  renewed  in  her  bread  that  averficm  to  the  (bn^ 
w  hich  the  father  had  extinguifiied  in  his. 

•  In  1695,  Mary  Adam  was  wedded  in  the  bloom  of  youth  td 
William  Harrouard^an  aftizerof  wood,  who  was  paft  the  tnidd 
<Ue  age  of  life.  This  difproportion  in  their  ages^  (eems  to 
have  been  one  main  (barcc  of  their  future  imhappinefi*  Fiv# 
years  elapfed,  w  ithout  any  fruit  of  their  marriage  appeariii|^ 
At  length  the  wife  .proved  with  child,  and  was  delivered  or 
M  (bn,  on  the  laUx  of  SePSemier  1701,  wb*  wad  bdfIMfd 
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l/tli,  ill  the  church  of  St  Merry,  the  pariili  of  the  father  and 
HI  other.  .  .  . 

The  child  was  direcnly  put  to  inirfc ;  but  the  fondnefs  of  the 
parents  not  hearing  the  child  to  be  out  of  their  fight,  they 
had  him  nurfcd  in  the  houfe. 

In  Lent  1704,  Harrotiard  wvis  brought  to  bed  of  a 
daughter,  wlio  did  not  live.  Her  coqueiiih  behaviour  firft 
fowed  the  feeds  of  jealouly  in  the  hiifl)ancl^s  mind.  He  would 
needs  perfwade  hinifelf,  that  this  laft  ilfue  was  illegitimate, 
and  that  his  wife  had  ufed  criiniual  means  to,  pnuure  con¬ 
ception.  On  the  7th  of  Angnjl:  1  705,  fwayed  by  the  die. 
tates  of  paiTion  and  other  evil  counfcllors,  he  gave  in  his 
fjiR  complaint,  reprefenting :  That  he  had  the  misfortune 
to  he  manied  to  JS'L^ry  yJdrjUf  who,  ever  flntc  their  wedlock, 
had  lived  in  alinofl  open  icwdncfs  with  two  gallants  whom  he 
named,  and  iho’  for  two  years  pad  lie  had  1191  approached 
liis  wile,  Ihe  had  lately  hronghl  him  a  daughter,  of  wliom 
he  could  not,  of  conlbqueiu  c,  believe  hin.l^'lf  the  ,  father. 
Further,  that  being  pubiickly  reproached , by  his  wife,  who 
boafted  that  the  cliildren  whom  fhc  breiught  into  the  world, 
did  not  take  after  him,  and  that  (he  might  have  had  feveral 
others  without  his  knowledge,  he  had  realon  to  judge 
L'rancis  Herronard  to  be  none  of  his.’^ 

.  To  this  complaint  he  fu’ojoincd  what  follows:  That 

whereas  on  the  22d  of  October  1702,  about  the  hours  of  ten 
or  eleven  in  the  morning,  Charles- Francis  Hurrouard  had  died 
of  convul lions  in  jnefeuce  of  feveral  perfons ;  Mary  Adam, 
who  by  iliat  death  fell  from  the  hope  ofgheingone  day  pof- 
fefled  of  the  plaintiff  cflatc,  which  was  entailed  upon  her 
children,  carried  oft*  the  corpfe  of  the  faid  child,  between  the 
hours  of  feven  and  eight  in  the  evening,  pretending  that  he 
was  not  dead,  but  had  only  been  leized  wiLh  a  convulfton-lit, 
which  aftected  him  as  if  he  had  been  dead.  That,  three  or 
four  month’i  after,  the  niirfe  brought  a  fuppofttitious  child,  in 
age  and  features  nearly  refembliug  the  oilier;  giving  out  f 
the  mother  and  all  the  relations,  that  this  was  the  child 
whom  they  believed  to  have  died  of  convulfiqns.  That,  in 
fpite  of  bis  oppeiition,  this  child  had  been  maintained  in  his 
lioufc;  but  that,,  tired  with  fuffering  the  name  of  his  fon  to 
^le  given  fo  avowedly  to  a  fuppofttitious  child,  he  had  exclaim* 
cd  f>  much  againft  the  imp»>fturc,  that  about  two  months  ag# 
the  wife  had  fent  him  out  of  the  houfe,  without  his  knowing 
into  w  hofc  hands  ftic  had  put  hini.^’ 

The  w'ifc,  in  order  to  fave  the  child  from  the  fury, of  her 
inceufed  huihaiul,  had  put  him  out  to  board  at  St  Dcnyi% 
there  be  lived  a  >car, 
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Tills  complaint  of  the  hufband  was  followed  by  three  more/* 
v.  hrrti!!  no  mention  was  made  of  the  pretended  impoiiare  p. 
tile  hiiijecl  of  them  was  the  diflbhitenefs  of  his  wife ;  He 
cli.irgeJ  her  with  embezzling  of  his  efFe<5ts,  and  with  offering 
i  iTilts  to  his  perfon.  In  confcqucnce  of  which,  he  got  an  ia^' 
fiii  ui  uloii  iiled,  and  procured  a  warrant  againfl  h'rr.‘ 

’Tis  iiv)  new  thing  to  fee  certain  hufbands  fo  irritated  agaii^ft 
tlulr  oives,  that  one  w^ould  be  apt  to  think  it  impofiiblc  lor. 
tlu'in  to  he  appeafed,  till  juflice  had  given  them  a  full  rc- 
vtMgc;  yet  by  the  artful  addrefs  of  a  wife,  who  knows  hovsr 
to  iiuprove  her  advantages,  tfpecially  the  afeendant  which* 
lici-  c  nanus  give  her  over  a  hulband  in  years,  you  (hall  fee  the 
icaipclt  change  in  a  moment  into  a  calm.  Thus  it  was  with 
tills  iiKoniiant  couple.  The  hufband,  won  by  the  careffes  and 
la. iinii lions  of  his  wife,  wrote  to  the  commiflary,  who  had. 
lilcd  the  information,  and  beggM  him  to  (lop  the  jirogrcft 
tiicreof,  As  a  pledge  of  their  reconciliation,  the' child  was 
re  imlatcd  in  his  father^s  lioufe. 

'^riie  wife 'became  pregnant  once  more,  and  was  deliv'ered 
Oi  a  hoy,  in  tlie  month  November  1707. 

'The  hnlhaiid,  who  believed  himfelf  a  veay  competent  judge 
i:i  the  affair,  doubted  not  hut  this  fecond  fon  was  the  fruit  of 
their  mutual  love.  This  flattering  idea  made  him' bellow  all 
adeciion  upon  this  fecond  ifTuc,  and  re-kindled  his  averiloi^ 
to  I  lie  lird.  Both  parents,  in  order  to  wear  out  the  imprelu-^ 
or. S'  of  lii;j  cdnc.'uion,  put  him  to  board  with  EUzobeth  Bence, 
wile  to  one  Mioii,  a  danciiig-mafler.  ^Tis  faid  in  the  procef^ 
that  he  iiad  no  other  way  of  getting  his  living,  but  by  frrap- 
iiig  upon  a  fiddle  from  one  tavern  to  another,'  to  make  mirth 
to  the  votaries  o£ Bacchus;  but  it  would  feem,  that  his  wiie^ 
vv’lif)  miiTed  the  child  fevcral  years  without  receivjng  wages, 
had  other  more  gainful  fhifts. 

AbiJiit  (IK  months  after,  the  father  died  in  June  1708* 
Upon  this  the  widow  refolved  entirely  to  abdicate  her  cldcil 
fon.  She  was  nominated,  by  a  meeting  of  the  relations,  guar<* 
dial!  to  her  fecond  fon;  vvhich  guardianfliip  (he  accepted  in 
due  form.  No  farther  mention  was  made  of  the  cldcfl  fon, 
wliofe  board  (he  refufed  to  pa),  pretending,  as  an  excuie, 
tliat  (he  was  exhaufied  by  difeharging  *  the  debts  which  Ib^ 
owed  in  common  w’ith  her  hufband.  Elizabeth  Bence  boug 
then  a  widow  by  Mion*s  death,  married  Delbec,  a  fbldier  in 
the  guards.  As  file  had  a  love  to  the  child  who  was.  undeif 
•  her  charge,  (he  patiently  bore  to  lie  out  of  her  money  for 
fome  years;  but  at  lafl  her  patience  failed.  In  the  month  of 
Odober  jhe  carried  back  the  child  to  his  mother*s  houie,.d^ 
tiiaiiding  the  payment  of  his  board*  Then  ithvas  that 

unnatural 
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mother  threw  off  the  maf(;ne ;  iinnatim*!  flje  may  well  fee 
called,  for,  whorver  was  the  father,  Ms  certain  that  fhe-was 
the  mother  of  the  child.  She  told  ta  that  fiie  nei¬ 

ther  knew  her,  nor  ih.e  child  whom  flu*  wanted  to  put  upon 
her.  ‘  . 

Thus  D.*!hec  and  his  wife  were  oMigcd  to  i^ive  her  a  fum- 
mons  l^efore  the  Chatelciy  for  payment  of  1025  iivies  due  to 
them  for  her  (oifs  h<»ard. 

Midrefj  Umiotuij'd  appeared,  and  declared  before  the 
jiidses  file  Nvas  neither  m^nher,  nor  ciinrdi;m  to  the 

child,  for  w'hofe  hoaid  fhe  was  fued  ;  and  ihat  ihe  had  bat 
one  foil,  whofe  name  w  as  ..///i/rc'iv  ;  hr thrr  (he  was  confti- 
oir.,  rlnit  the  firfl  not  bein:^  lcjviiiinate,dercrveJ  m^t  to  he  own¬ 
ed  :  or  that  her  averfioii  to  him,  h'^vicver  le^litlinate  he 
X!ii>^hl  be,  dictated  to  her  tins  lany;iiap,c. 

Sentence  w'as  given  th.e  2d  ol*  ]\Jorch  1712,  importingr 

That,  v.'hereas  Dslhcc  and  his  w  Ife  averred,  that  CharUs^ 
Francis  had  been  jmt  to  hoard  v/nh  them  by 

tref?  Harrovard  ,  and  liad  been  brought  up  by  JViUicm  Har^ 
roUiird  as  In'*  fon  ;  and  the  contrary  was  maintained  by  IViif- 
trefs  Harrouard  \  the  parlies  arc  permitted  to  prove  their  reb 
pective  allegatioTisd’ 

The  King’s  atr<'rney  jndgej  himf  lf  obliged  by  his 
office,  to  defire  that  he  inioa\t  be  aanu  d  a  inror  to  this  minor, 
in  order  to  defend  his  legitimacy,  and  difeufs  his  rights. 

The  lieutenant -civil  ordered  a  meeting  of  the  relations,*  * 
who  nominated  for  tutor,  Aic/;cr,  the  attorney. 

Millrefs  Harrouard  having  appealed  from  the  fentence  of 
March  2d,  the  tutor  irjtcrpnfed,  aiu!  demanded  that  Charles^ 
Francis  Harrouard,  his  minor,  might  l.e  fccured  in  his  (late 
of  (iuidiip  to  WilViani  ILi?  ronard,  and  Mary- Anne  Adam;  that 
Hie  might  be  enjoined,  to  acknowledge  him  for  fuch,  and 
treat  him  w  ith  motherly  ad'eetion ;  that  (lie  might  be  inhibi¬ 
ted  to  fell  and  alienate  her  e(late  in  prejudice  of  her  Ibn;  laft- 
)y,  that  an  order  might  lx*  given  for  his  being  adniitted|ic^ 
Hnre  his  father’s  heritage,  according  to  culloni,  with  Andrenv^ 
FAiUian:  Harj'ouard  \us  hrni]\rr. 

Unt »  this,  Mi(li  cf>  Harrouard^  hoping  to  pary  the  thruft> 
dcmandeil  that  Dclhc:  and  his  w  ife  mioht  be  interrogated  ai  < 
to  certain  articles,  >vhirh  die  laid  before  them,  wherein  (he 
allcdgcd,  That  the  di(b%viied  child  was  the  natural* fon  of 
<nie  -tart,.  rbty  wdioni  Ihc  and  lier  hulband,  foTong  as  they, 
had  no  iffue  of  their  own,  had  taken  a  pleafure  to  educate  J 
but  that  (he  being  delivered  of  a  Ion  in  1707,  had  returned 
the  child  in  (juefiion  to  Eiizabcih  Bcuce^  from  whom  (he  had 
himd'  -  ..  a" ./r 
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Tn  tlTn  laH;  Hiep  fhe  outwitted  herlelf,  by  not  confiderlng^ 
thir  appeal  rroin  the  fentence  thus  fell  to  the  ground, 
f'::a  ife  it  inmed  ii])on  her  having  denied  that  (he  had  de-». 
livercti  the  chilil  to  Elizabeth  which  obliged  thejuciget 

t »  ()!\Lt  the  pr3f)f  of  this  faet. 

Vv'hat  is  dill  of  more  importance,  fhe  did  not  fee  that 
HiC  liere!)y  agreed  to  Charles  HarrouartTs  being  educated 
bv  h.  rar.d  her  hidband,  and  indirectly  to  his  being  in  pollcl^ 
fh):!  of  his  controverted  date.  Thus  it  is  that  parlies  fbme- 
lliiirs  entangle  theinfclves, 

Delbec  and  his  wife,  fatisfied  with  Midrefs  Harrouard*% 
nc  !:na\vledgeinent  in  favour  of  their  claim,  thought  themfelves 
o’.digcd  to  anfv/er  allegations  wherein  they  had  no  in- 

twreil. 

A  i la  refs  Han  oum  d  judged  it  proper  to  raile  another  battery 
S'.o  1  lid  her  com[)laint  before  the  .lieutenant-criminal  againd 
SirjoaiU  CrancieTy  whom  (he  acciifcd  of  having  railed  this 
procefs  agairdl  her,  and  of  having  liiborned  the  witnefles  fhe 
wis  to  liave  had  examined  to  prove  the  death  of  Charles* 
Fr.'^ficls  Harrouar'd, 

She  liad  other  witnefles  examined  upon  this  pretended' 
de  nil.  At  the  fame  time  fhe  produced  an  extras  out  of 
the  h’irial-regifter,  which  fhe  allcdgcd  to  be  a  certiheate  of 
tiic  banal  oC  Charles -Francis  Harronard,  as  follows;

In  the  the  year  1702,  November  the  7th,  Charles^ 
t'vo  years,  fon  to  Charles  Koiiard  a  menial  fervaiit,  and  Marf 
Troffcy  his  'vife,  deceafed  yederday  in  Kichlieu  ftrect,  in  this 
w'as  buried  in  the  church-yard;  ^vc^cjit  Charles  Va^ 
rauney  grave-maker,  an  inhabitant  of  the  parifli  and  ftreet  of 
St,  Kochy  and  Andrew  Mignard,  wharf- porter,  dwelling  in 
St.  Honore^%  flreet,  of  the  faid  parifh,  who  declared  that  he 
Could  not  write.  Thus  ligned,

This  is  the  wrnting  which  fhe  produced,  alledging  that  the 
diftereiice  of  names  was  only  ou  artful  difguife  to  conceal  the 
truth. 

On  the  f^th  of  May^  fhe  prefented  a  petition  to 

court,  wherein  fhe  beggM,  To  be  allowed  to  prove  both  . 
Vouchers  and  witnefles,  that  the  child,  whofc  legitimacy  war 
controverted,  was  named  John  Nicholas  Tartann,  and  that 
he  was  the  natural  fon  of  John  Tartorin  1  cook,  and 
Charlotte  Bence,  {jdkQr  to  Delbcc^s  wife ;  without  preclndingf 
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the  right  of  the  aclverfe  parry  to  prove  the  contrary,”  At 
tlie  clofe  of  the  term  flic’  entered  au  appeal  from  the  act  of 
guardiaalliip,  which  iiameJ  Richer  gu  irdian  aad  tutor.  The 
court  removed  this  ground  of  comphihit,  by  nominating  for 
guardian  Lofi^chiif/ip,  dtiorney  of  the  parliament,*

A  ji)ort  Accoimt  of  the  Drke  o/'Bridgewatcr^s  nc'iv  inland  Na* 
in  a  Letter  Jroui  an  Englilh  Gentleman*  ‘  ‘  ' 

SIB,  Manchejler,  Sept,  30. 

T  Utel/  hcen  viewing  the  arti/icial  wonders  of  London, 

i  and  the  natural  wonders  of  the  Peak;  but  none  of  them 
ga\'e  me  fo  much  pleafure  as  the  Duke  of  Brdgc water’s  havi- 
gaiiou  in  this  country.  His  j^rojecdor,  the  ingenious  Mr  Brind¬ 
ley,  has  indeed  made  Inch  improvements  in  this  way)  as  are 
truly  allonhliiag.  At  Bartou-bridge  he  has  erected  a  navi¬ 
gable  canal  in  the  air,  for  it  is  as  high  as  the  tops  of  trees, 
"Whilft  I  was  furveying  it  with  a  mixture  of  wonder  and  de¬ 
light,  four  barges  paTed  me  in  the  {^)ace  of  about  three  mi¬ 
nutes,  two  of  them  being  chained  together,  and  dragged  by 
two  horfes,  w  ho  w  ent  on  the  terras  of  the  canal,  whereon,  I 
mud  ow  n,  I  durft  hardly  venture  to  w^:dk,  as  I  almoll  trembled 
to  behold  the  large  river  Irvvell  underneath  me,  acrofs  which 
this  navigation  is  canietl  by  a  bridge,  which  contains  upon  it 
the  ca;aal  of  water,  witli  the  barges  in  it,  drawn  by  horfes, 
which  w^alk  upon  the  battlements  of  this  extraordinary  bridge. 
This  nav!g;uioii  i^egins  at  the  foot  of  fome  hills,  in  which  the 
duke’s  coals  are  dug,  from  whence  a  canal  is  cut  through  rocks, 
which  day -light  never  cj iters.  By  this  means  large  boats  are 
h^.nled  to  the  iunermoll  parts  of  thofe  hills,  and,  being  thtTC 
failed  >vith  coals,  are  brought  out  bv  an  eafy  current,  which 
fapidlcs  tb.e  w’hole  navigatit>n,  for  the  fpace  of  about  ten  miles. 
At  the  mouth  of  the  cavern  is  creeled  a  water  bellows,  being 
the  bodv  of  a  tree,  forming  a  ludlow  cylinder,  (landing  up^ 
tight :  upon  this  a  w  ooden  bafni  is  fix’d,  in  the  form  of  a  fun* 
nei,  which  receives  a  c:irrcnt  of  wearer  from  the  higher  ground* 
This  w'ater  fills  Into  the  cylinder,  and  ifTues  outsat  the  hot* 
tom  oi  it,  but,  at  the  fame  lime,  carries  a  ^tuatity  ctf  ak 
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ir,  which  is  received  into  tin-pipes,  and  forced  to  the  inner* 
iHolt  receffes  of  the  coal-pits,  where  it  iflues  out,  as  il  from  n 
p  fir  (»1*  bellows,  and  rarilies  the  body  of  thick  air,  which  would 
othcivvile  prevent  the  workmen  from  fubfifting  oh  the  /pot 
v.  iiere  the  coals  arc  dug.' 

From  Barton  I  fleered  my  conrfe  towards  this  place,  and,  in 
ny  way,  law  the  navigritiou  carried  fomelimeo  o\cr  pul/Gc 
roads,  and  in  fome  places  over  bogs,  but  generally  by  the  fide 
('!*'  lulls;  by  which  means  it  has  a  linn  natural  bank  on  one 
iidc,  wliile  the  other,  compofed  of  earth  and  gravel  thrown 
u|),  is  about  eight  yards  broad.  At  proper  dillances,  fought 
?re  formed  near  the  top  of  the  canal,  which  prevents  it  frem 
ovdliowing  during  immoderate  rains. 

In  fome  places,  where  Air  Brindley  has  been  forced  to  car¬ 
ry  his  navigation  acrofs  a  public  road,  being  obliged  to  keep 
the  water  on  a  level,  he  has  funk  tlie  road  gradually,  fo  as  to 
j\ifs  under  his  canal,  which  forms  a  bridge  over  the  road ;  the 
ferriages,  by  an  eafy  defeent,  going  down  on  one  /ide,  and, 
l\v  ilie  fame  ea/y  afeent,  coming  up  again  on  the  other.  Near 
this  town,  where.  Coniebrook  comes  athwart  the  duke^s  navi¬ 
gation,  the  current  of  the  brook  is  Hopped,  and  let  into  a  large 
b  dbn,  f  rom  whence  it  falls  gradually  into  a  fraaller  one,  whicli 
ij  within  it,  and  is  open  at  the  bottom;  by  which  means  the 
v/atcr  links  into  a  drain,  and  is  conveyed  under-ground  to  the 
other  fide  of  the  canal,  w  here  it  rifes  into  its  old  channel. 

At  this  place,  which  is  about  a  mile  from  AJanebeiler,  the 
d likens  agents  have  made  a  wharf,  and  are  felling  co;ds  at 
three  pence  half-penny />er  ba/ket,  which  is  about  feven  fcore 
Weight;  and  next  fummer  they  intend  to  land  them  in  this 
town. 

Alany  gentlemen  of  this  neighbourhood  are  reaping  the  bc^ 
nefit  of  iVlr  Brindley's  inventions;  be  having  taught  them  a 
method  of  draining  coal-pits  by  a  fire  engine,  coiiHnw^Ied  at 
tiie  cxpence  of  130/. -which  no  one  knew  before  how. to  make 
at  lefs  than  500  /.  In  thefc  he  ufes  wooden  chains,  which  are 
preferable  to  iron  ones,  and  cylinders  made  of  deal,  which 
I’upply  the  place  of  thofe  which  w  ere  ufually  made  of  caft  cron. 
Channels  are  now  cutting  alfo  in  many  other  coal-pits,  and 
h)ats  are  ufed  inHead  of  wheel-barrows,  to  convey  the  coals  to 
the  mouths  of  the  pits;  nay,  it  is  even  faid,  that  fome  Dutch 
tugineers  are  coming  over  hither  to  perfet^t  them/elves  ill  the 
art  of  inland  navi^tion.  I  am,  yours,  &c,  C.  S«

purity  and  rectitude.  ' 

^  We  mult  carefully  dilliniruilli  friends  from  boon  compani. 
©ns:  a  conformity  of  t  ille  for  plcafnres,  and  lor  everv 
befide  virtue,  conllitutes  thofe  focieties  of  good  fellowiliip'; 
but  never  creates  true  friends.  The  companion,  in  whom 
you  liud  fo  much  cordialiiy,  while  he  has  the  glufs  in  hand, 
entrulled  with  a  fecret  oli  v\  bicn  dejxnds  vour  honcur,  will 
take  this  occai i  ni  to  Ihew  bis  wit  at  your  cxpence ;  nnd  By 
this  means  you  will  foon  be  rallied,  e^xpofed,  and  dciiiltd. 
Tiaift  him  with  your  ipterells;  he  will  betray  tiicin  to  pro* 
mote  his  own.  You  will  complain  after  this  of  having  been 
betrayed  by  a  friend:  but  you  are  niiltakeu,  he  was  only  a 
man  who  cat,  drank  and  played  with  you  fpr  his  own  aiuufe^ 
xnent.  .  •  '  ’ 

Conihund  not  relations  with  friends.  The  former  are  re* 
lated  to  you  by  neceflary  ties  which  command  iH>t  the  aiFcc* 
tions  of  the  heart:  hut  friends  are  united  by  voluntary  bonds, 
whiih  are  firmed  by  mutual  lyinpathy.  It  is  a  free  reflexive 
ch  oicc  which  coiiciliates  friends:  but  fate,  or  nature,  gjves  us 
fclatijns.  '  .  * 

Gratitude  itfelf  is  not  as  yet  frieudflup*.  We  have  an  af 
lection  for  a  benefactor,  only  for  his  generofity  ;  \ye  bwc  to 
{liew.hiin  we  are  fcnlible  of  it;  and  we  deflre' ardently  to 
bare  an,  opportunity  of  proving  it  by  real  fervices.  .  But  it 
may  happen  at  the  fame  time,  that  we  rclifli  not  his  humour, 
character  <»r  condn^ft, 

Friendlliip  a  .fource  of  .kind  orTices;  it  brings  them  forth 
without  pain,  and  is  pleafed  in  lavilhing  them  ;  but  kind  pfllces 
alone  «vre  not  prodiiclive  of  fi  icridlllip  ;  they  only  fometixufs 
©ccafion  it.  They  agreeably  befpeak  our  benevolence;  we 
aire  inclinable  to  love  the  perlon  fiom  whom  they  come;  and 
love  fbou  follows,  when,  aficr  liaving  lludicd  his  character# 
w  e  ftnd  nothing  incompatible  in  it  with  our  own*  But  Wt 
flioulJ  have  loved  him  without  an  obligation,  if  any  other,  ikc 
had  brought  us  ihorouglily  acquaint cd  with  his  merit* 
Gratitude  is  a  duty ;  the  aiuient  Perfians  even  made  a  for* 
rial  ijvv  of  it;  and  decreed  penaliies  againfl:  the  ungrateful* 
On  the  contrary  it  is  cllential  to  fiiendlhip.  to  adl  vvithoul 
nccclfity.  ,,  ,  .  .  ^  ;* 

Fiiendfliip  is  a.difinterefled  a  Seel  ion;  founded  fekly  ^ 
efleem.  The  fentiment  it  has  the  .gr^a left,  alfaiity  with, 
love:  it  will  no  way  di^cr  from  this  laft,  if  we  exclude 
defii  c  cf  cnjoymeiit,  and  fuppofe  it  independent  of  tlic  fidC® 
the  periba  belvved.  If^Platoaiclo’tc.  be  aot’a.  acre  chiwfil^ 
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(t  que/lion  I  will  not  pretend  to  refidve),  it  is  nothing  but  re* 
lined  frieiulililp ;  to  which  the  difference  of  fcx  In  the  two 
friends  neither  adds  nor  ditninifhes  any  thiitg;„ 

As  m  in  has  two  parts,  a  foul  and  bidy,  friendfhip  his  iavo 
lihcv^ifc,  coniparahle  to  them;  ihe  fentiment,  and  external 
Ciiini,  b/  which  it  is  demonllrated. 

in  regard  to  the  ftrength  of  this  (entiment,  I  have  no  pre* 
cepts  to  ^ive.  It  would  he  as  ridiculous  to  pretend  to  teach 
meii  lio.v  to  love,  as  how  to  breathe:  l>oth  are  equallv'  nata« 
ral;  aiul  it  niufl  he  the  degree  of  their  fenfibilii),  vvbkh  will 
regulate  the  (Irength  of  their  friendfhip.  But  what  we  may 
teach  vliem,  and  what  the  greatefl  part  are  ignorant  of,  Is, 
that  we  ferve  our  friends  very  ill,  by  profticutirg  for  their 
fake  our  honour  and  confcience*.  We  cannot  too  much  efleem 
them;  it  is  never  by  excefs  we  can  trefpafs  in  Friendfhip, 
hut  by  a  miilaken  affection. 

The  fiifl  rule  in  friendfhip  is  not  to  love' without  exami* 
nation:  a  fecond.no  lefs  important,  is,  never  to  chufe  our 
friends,  but  among  honelt  men. 

The  mofb  lifting  plants  are  not  thofe  which  fhoot  up  the 
fooneft.  Friendfhip,  in  like  manner,  is  firm  and  durable,  only 
when  it  is  formed  by  degrees.  To  love  rafhly,  is  to  expole 
oin  felves  to  a  fudden  rupture. 

The  moll  ordinary  vi;itims  of  deceitful  fi.icndfhip,  are  thofe 
who  Icaft  deferve  it.  It  is  rare  to  fee  a  perfon  diilraftful,  who 
has  an  honeft  heart;  aad  ftill  more  rare  for  the  credulous, not 
to  be  deceived.  H^me  men  are  of  lb  focial  and  generous  a 
nature,  that  there  is  no  one  but  might  gain  them  for  friends  s 
but  they  run  a  greater  rifk  than  others  in  fifrinmg  friend/hips** 
There  is  fo  great  ah  advantage  in  gaining  their  benevolence, 
that  they  never  can  be  fore  it  is  courted  without  a  vicwofiiW 
tereft ;  now  Interefted  friends  arc  never  true  ones.  . 

It  is  to  thole  fiaccrc  upright  hearts,  I  addrefs  particularly 
luy  coancils  concerning  friendfliip  ;  ‘  for  little  do  I  care 
whether  deceivers  be  deceived.';  /I'hofc  I/advifc  to  make  a 
trial  before  they  love.  Being  lovers  of  virtue,  they  ought  to 
have  none  for  friends,  but  (uch  as  are  virtuous .tneiit  it  is  -fak- 
•ii  is  the  trial  ought  chiefly  to'confift. 

r  At  the  firft  glance,  or  interview,  one  may  know,  whether 
a  man  be  a<5livc  or  heavy,  gay.  or  ferious,  clownifh  or  polife, 
talkative  or  (ilent,  witty  or  llupid.  •  Almoft  all  this  is  leen  ia 
his  eyes,  his  attitude,  geilure  and  diicourfe:  hot  we  cannot 
difeover  fo  foon,  whether  he  has  probity,  and  virtue.  It 
quires*  more  experience  to  be  (ure  of  this  laft  point  t  and  till 
we  have  21s  great  a  certainty  as  poflible,  we  ought  mot  to 
^ifli,  upon  dubloos  tpDtaiftiices,  tWt^feteA^ 
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If  at  lad  we  are  throughly  convinced  he  deferves  itj  n« 
more  rclerve  then;  we  mud  open  a  communication  of  fcnti. 
ments,  aifectioiis,  plcafures,  and  intcrcds.  Fricndfhip  is  a 
fpiritual  marriage,  which  edabliflics  betwixt  two  fouls  a  ge¬

0/ Lightning,  and  the  method  (no'w  ufed  in  America)  offe* 
curing  Buildings  and  Perfons  Jrom  its  mifchkvous  effects,  y 

[FVom  Dr  Franklin's  Fxperiinents  and  Obfcrvatior.s  on  Klcdlricity,  &c.]

XPF.RTMFNTS  made  in  elecdricity  fird  gave  *  philolb- 
^  phers  a  ftifpicion,  that  the  matter  of  lightning  was  lhe‘ 
fame  w  iih  the  elec^tric  matter.  Experiments  afterwards  made 
on  lightniiig  obtained  from  the  clouds  by  pointed  rods,  recei-* 
ved  jiiio  bottles,  and  fubjected  to  every  trial,  have  fince  pro¬ 
ved  this  fufpicion  to  he  perfec^tly  well  founded  ;  'and  that 
whatever  properties  we  find  in  electricity,  are  alfo  the  pro¬ 
perties  of  lightning.  •  •  ^ 

'  This  matter  of  lightning,  or  of  electricity,  is  an  extrene 
fibtlle  fluid,  penetiaiing  other  bodies,  and  iubfiding  in  them, 
equally  diiT.ifed.  *  ^ 

When,  hv  any  operation  of  art  or  nature,  there. happens* to 
be  a  grt  atcr  proportion  of  this  lliiid  in  one  body  than  in  aao- 
ther,  the  body  which  has  mod  will  communicate  to  that 
which  has  lead,  until  the  proportion  becomes  equal ;  provi¬ 
ded  the  didance  bet*vceu  them  be  not  too  great ;  or,  if  it  is 
too’ great,  till  there  be  proper  condmdors  to  convey, it  from 
the  one  to  the  other. 

«  If  the  communication  be  through  the  air  without  any  con¬ 
ductor,  a  bright  light  is  feen  between  the  bcnlies,  and  a  (bund* 
is  heard.  In  our  fm all  experiments  we  call  this  light  and 
found  the  ele<dric  fpark  and  fnap  ; '  but  in  the  great  opera¬ 
tions  of  nature,  the  light  is  what  we  call  lightning,  and  the 
found  (produced  at  the  fame  time,  though  generally  arriving 
later  at  our  ears  than  the  light  does  to  our  eyes)  is,  wdth  its’ 
echoes,  called  thunder,  »  * 

If  the  communication  of  this  fluid  is  by  a  condutdor,  it  may' 
be  without  either  light  or  found,  the  fubtile  fluid  psfling  in 
the  fiibdance  of  the  conductor. 

If  the  conductor  be  good,  and  of  fufficient  bignefs,  the  fl^wd 
pafTes  through  it  without  hurting  it,’  If  utherwife,  it  da* 
maged  or  dedroyed,  -  ^  * 

All  metals  and  water  ate  good  condiwdors*  —  Other  bodies 
may  become  condnclors,  by  having  l<>me  quantity  of»  water  di 
them,  4s  wood,  and  other  materials  ufed  in  building,  but 
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havinjr  much  water  in  them,  they  are  not  good  conduifton^ 
and  therefore  are  often  damaged  in  the  operation. 

Ghfs,  wax,  filk,  wool,  hair,  feathers,  and  even  wood,  per^ 
feclly  dry,  are  non-condu<^tors  \  that  is,  they  reiift  tnilead  of 
facilitating  the  paflage  of  this  fubtile  fluid.  - 

Wiien  this  fluid  has  an  opportunity  of  pafling  through  two 
conJii  'tors,  one  good  and  fiifhcient,  as  of  metal,  the  other  not 
fo  gooil,  it  pafles  in  the  beft,  and  will  follow  it  in  any  direct 
tion,  .  ... 

l^he  didance  at  .which  a  body  charged  with  this  fluid  will 
difch.irge  itfelf  fuddenly,  ftriking  through  the  air  into  ano. 
ther  body,  that  is  not  charged,  or  hot  fo  highly  charged,  it 
clliferent,  according  to  the  quantity  of  fluid,  the  dixnenfKjni 
and  form  of  the  bodies  themfelves,  and  the  flate  of  the  air 
between  them.  This  diflance,  whatever  it  happens  to  be,  be# 
tween  any  two  bodies,  is  called  their  ftriking  diftance,  as^  till 
they  (*ome  within  that  diftance  of  each  other,  no  ftroke  w  ill 
be  made. 

The  clouds  have  often  more  of  this  fluid  in  proportion  than 
the  earth  ;  in  which  cafe,  as  foon  as  they  come  near  enough 
(that  is,  within  the  ftriking  diftance),  or  meet  with  a  conduc# 
tor,  the  fluid  quits  them,  and  ftrikes  into  the  earth.  A  cloud 
fully  charged  w  ith  this  fluid,  if  fo  high  as  to  be  beyond  the 
ftriking  dillance  from  the  earth,  pafles  quietly  without  making 
noife,  or  giving  light  j  unlefs  it  meets  with  other  clouds  that 
have  lefs.  •  >  i 

Tall  trees  and  lofty  buildings,  as  the  towers  and  fpires  of 
churches,  become  (bmetimes  conduiftors  between  the  cloiidt 
and  the  earth  ;  but  not  being  good  ones,  that  is,  not  convey# 
ing  the  fluid  freely,  they  are  often  damaged. 

‘  Buildings  that  have  their  roofs  covered  with  lead,  or  othe# 
metal,  and  fpouts  of  metal  continued  from  the  roof  unto  the 
ground  to  carry  off  the  water,  are  never  hurt  by  lightning, a 
whenever  it  falls  on  fuch  a  building,  it  paflTes  in  the  metals^ 
and  not  in  the  walls. 

When  other  buildings  happen  to  be  w  ithin  the  ftriking  6k 
ftance  from  fuch  clouds,  the  fluid  pafles  in  the'  w  alls,  whet|icT 
of  wood;  brick,  or  ftone,  quitting  the  walls  only  when  it  ran 
find  better  conductors  near  them,  as  metal  rod.s,  bolts,  mii 
hinges  of  window  s  dr  doors,  gilding  on  W'ainfcot  or  frames  of 
pictures  ;  the  filvering  on  the  backs  of  looking^gl^fes ;  th# 
wires  for  bells  ;  and  the  brnlics  of  animals,  as  containhig  wa# 
tery  fluids  ;  and  it  palling  through  the»  houfe,  it  followrs  kh€ 
dirc(flion  of  tbefe  conductors,  takuig  as^  many  in  its  f  as 
tan  allift  it  in  its  paflage,  whether  in  a  ftraigbt  or^crookutl 
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line,  leaping  from  one  to  the  other,  If  not  far  diflant'froni’ 
each  other,  only  rending  the  wall  in  the  fpaces  where  thefe 
partial  good  conductors  are  too  dlitaiu  from  each  other. 

An  iron  rod  being  placed  on  the  outhde  of  a  building  froiti 
the  higheit  part,  contimied  donii  into  the  moift  earth,  in  any 
dirccition,  ilraight  or  crooked*,  follo\\'ing  the  fonn  of  the  roof, 
or  other  parts  of  tlie  building,  will  receive  the  -  lightning  at  1 
its  upper  end,  attracting  it  fo  as  to  prevent  its  ftrikin^any  o# 
thci  part  ;  and,  affording  it  a  good  conveyance  into  the  earth, 
will  prevent  its  damaging  any  part  of  the  building,  .  . 

A  rinuli  quantity  ot  metal  is  found  able  to  conducfl  a  great  I 
quaniiiy  of  this  fluid.  A  wire  no  bigger  than  a  goofe-quili,  .  t 

has  been  known  to  conduct  (with  fafety  to  the  building,  fa#  j 

far  as  tlic  wire  was  coutiimeil)  a  quantity  of  lightning  that 
did  prodigious  damage  both  above  and  below  it  ;  and  proba* 
bly  larger  rods  are  not  net  elfary,  though  it  is  common  in  A-* 
mcrica  to  make  them  of  half  an  inch,  ioine  of  three  quarter^ 
or  an  inch,  diameter. 

The  rod  may  be  faftened  touhe  wall,  chimney,  &c.  with** 
ftaplcs  of  iron, — The  lightniiig  will  not  leave  the  rod  (a  good 
coudutl^ior)  to  pafs  into  the  wail  (a  bad  condinitor)  through 
thofe  llaples.— It  would  rather,  if  any  were  in  the  w'all,  pais 
out  of  it  into  the  rod,  to  get  more  readily  by  that  conductor* 
into  ilie  earth.  ' 

If  the  building  be  veiy  large  and  extenlive,  two  or  more'*  * 
lods  may  be  placed  at  different  parts,  for  greater  feenrity. 

Small  ragged  parts  of  ^londs  fufpended  in*  tlie  air.  between 
the  great  body  of  clouds  and  tlie  earth,  (like  leaf  gold  in  c- 
IcCli  ical  jexperiments)  often  ferve  as  partial  condutftors  for  the 
lightning,  which,  proceeds  from  one  of  them  to  another,  and, 
by  their  help,  conies  within  the  itriking  diftance  to  the  earth, 
or  a  building.  It  therefore  flrikes  through,  thofe  condu^Iorj 
a  building  that  would  otherwile  be  out  of  the  ftriking  di- 
(lance.  *  ^ 

I^ong  fharp  points  communicating  with  the  earth,  and  pre-  ' 
feiucd  to  filch  pai  ts  ol'  clouds,  drawing  iilently  from  them  the 
^liiid  they  are  charged  with,  they  are  then  attracted  to  th< 
cloud,  and  may  lea>’e  the  dpi  ante  ib  great,  as  to  be  beyoii4  ' 
file  reach  of  ilrikiiig.  '  ’

So  much  for  my  little  experience  ;  but  in  France  the  cafe  ii 
otherwile :  they  annually  confume  leaves  there  in  large  quan* 
tides  as  fodder  for  their  cattle,  and  find  them  tlirivc\cll 
*^rh  it. 

On  the  borders  of  the  foreft  of  Orieans,  as  well  as  in  mtny 
Other  provinces,  this  pra<^tice  is  highly'  approved  of,  and  Aands 
generally  recommended  among  the  inferior  /armefs,  who  Have 
no  great  plen  ty  of  other  more  valuable  fodder. 

I  would  willingly  recommend  this  pra(^tke  to  fomc  of  i)ur 
EhglHli  farmers  :  it  is  a  great  pity  any  thing  fhonld  be  thrown  a. 
Way  that  can  be*  of  the  leall  ufe;  and  I  have  often,  in  a  woody  j 
country,  feen  the  leaves  of  the  trees  ratting  on  the  ground 
in  autumn ;  and  when  I  have  gone  there  the  winter  foUoM^ 
ihg,  I  have  feen  the  poor  (heep  and  half-Aarved  cows  crawfirg 
on  the  commons^  and  almoil  perifhing  for  want  of  that  nonri/h- 
ment  which  the  leaves  of  the  prcceeding  autumn,  if  properly 
J^referved,  would  have  afforded  them.  \  ' 

•  But  fuppofe  even  that  the  leaves  fhould  not  in  the  winter 
be  wanted  as  fodder,  they  will  then  fetve  as  an  excelleht  wa- 
lUire,  being  laid  to  rot  in  alteniate  beds  with  good  earth.  In 
this  manner  they  make  a  much  better  manure  •  than  either 
wheat  or  barley  ftraw,  as  they  abound  more  vegetable 
lap,  raife  in  the  earth  a  more  uniform  and  temperate  fermcn. 
tation  :  ,and,  for  this  reafon,  the  tffecls  they  produce  are  more 
lading.  ! 

Another  great  advantage  they  podeft,  as  a  manure, ^ is,  that 
you  are  fure  of  not  docking  your  laud  with  w^eedstby  the  ufe 
of  them :  this  cannot  be*  faid  of  any  of  the  common  kinds  of 
dung.  I  know  too,  and  by  experience,  that  they  are  very 
good  for  making  hot-beds. 

I  fhall  mention  another  ufe  to  w^hich  the  leaves  of  trees  may 
be  applied  by  the  poor,'  if  they  are  fird  properly  dried  and 
prepared  ;  I  mean  that  they  may  ferve  itidead  of  draw,  docks, 
ur  feathers,  for.  beds,  holders,  and  cufhioris:  nothing  can  be 
che  aper  for  this  ufe,  and  nothing  can  be  whole fbmer  or  cafier.* 
I  hive  had  foint*  exj>erience  of  it,  and  find  that  when  leaves  are 
applied  to  this  ufe,  it  is  bed  for  them  to  receive  fome  w'et  in 
fhc  drying ;  whether  by  rain  or  by  water  thrown  on  them  » 
iiT5 material :  this  makes  them  of  a  tougher  contexture,  and 
prevciits  .their  falling,  by  frequent  (baking,  into  dud.  . 

It  is. only  necedary  to  U'ead  them  very  ejofe  in  tfic  bed,ini 
give  them  a  proper  degree  of  moidure:  they  heat  grado^* 
and  their  heat  is,  I  thiuJ^  more  .ranable  sUtid

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tiiar  Dfliorfe  litter,  there  not  beinff  fo  much  danger  of  biirhing 
a. 1(1  I'afocatiiig  the  plants  in  the  ^ame.  The  effect  of  them 
iieariy  refcrnbles  that  of  tanners  bark* 

I  have  alfo  applied  thefe  leaves  to  another  very  different 
life;  that  is,  as  a  fubftitutfe  for  faw-duft,  to  put  among  my  bou 
ties  ill  my  wine-bins  in  my  cellar :  they  (erve  very  well  for 
tills  purpofe,  as  my  cellar  is  dry;  and  I  rather  chute  to  make 
life  of  them,  as  they  are  ealily  procured,  which  is  not  the  cale 
with  faw^-duft;  for  I  have  been  often  very  much  puazfed  to 
get  a  few  (acks,  as  1  live  at  a  confiderable  dlltance  from  an^ 
great  town. 

I  have  but  one  thing  more  to  mention  relative  to  the  uies 
of  the  leaves  of  trees,  which  is,  that  I  have  great  realbn  to 
think,  that  oak  leaves  may  ferve,  inhead  of  oak  bark,  for  taxi* 
ning  leather:  I  cannot  fay  I  ever  tried  them*  with  this  intention^ 
becaiife  1  am  not  acquainted  with  the  procefs  ufed  in  tanhirigi 
but  I  have  frequently  foaked  thefu^for  a  confiderable*  time  m 
v/ater,  and  found  the  water  ftrongly  impvegpated  with  their 
qualities :  it  had  a  dark  colour,  and  a  tahe  remarkably  aihixw 


gent. 


I  cannot,  therefore,  bm.  think  that  the  juices  of  the  leaves  of 
the  oak  have  nearly  the  fame  qiiaKtka  as  the  juicei  that  are 
to  be  met  with  in  the  bark  of  the  fame  tree;  and,  if  (b,  whf 
may  not  their  effecT.s  on  limed  hides  be  the  fame?

iaries  without  fair  argument.  .  ^  ,

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.fentigrenis  they  reconiraeml  oiberwifc  ever  fo  jiift'  they  oup,Ht 
'io  be  treated  with  neglect, ,  and  every  friend  of  mankind

^cau(e  they  are  neither  calctiiated  to  promote  truth',  nor  good 
"morals:  but  if  men  of  real  piety  and  virtue  happen  to  ha\T 
.difTcreiit  fentinients  upon  any  p«>int  of  religion,  I  cannot  ft^ 
"why  they  fhouid/iot  be  permitted,  in  the  eaficlt  and  mott  cx-

X  /JL  infcriptions  and  belles-lettres,  to  whom  rhc  academy  is 
indebted  for  fcveral  curious  obfervations,  was  pleaffd  to  com¬ 
municate  this  year  a  very  fingular  one.  Having  remarked 
how  cats  often  habituate  themfelves,'  and  eftener  than  one 
could  wifh,  to  dry  warrens,  where  they  certainly  cannot  fh^d 
drink  but  very  fcldom,  lie  fancied  that  thefe  anitnals  could 
do  for  a  very  long  time  without  drinking,  T<>  fee  vdietber 
his  notions  w'cre  W’ell  grounded,  he  made  an  experiment  on  a 
very  large  and  fat  caftrated  cat  he  had  at  his  dil^fal.  He 
began  by  retrenching  hy  little  and  little  his  drink,  and,  at 
laft,  debarred  him  of  it  entirely,  yet  fed  him  as  ufual  with 
boiled  meat.  The  cat  had  not  drunk  for  (even  months,  when 
this  obfervation  was  cotptnunicated  to  the  academy,  and  haf 
fince  paded  nineteen  without  drinking,  Tlie  animal  was  not 
JeCs  well  in  health,  nor  lefs  fat ;  it  only  feemed  that  it  eat 
Jefs  than  before,  probably  becaufc  digeftion  was  fomewhai 
flower.  The  excrements  were  more  firm  and  dry,  which 
were  not  evacuated  but  every  fecond  day,  though  urine 
forth  fix  or  feven  times  during  the  fame  time*  ^Tl'^ 

Reared  to  have  an  ardent  delire  to  drink,  and  ufed  his  beft 
jewdeavours  to  teftify  the  fame  to  M.  Fontenu,  cfpecially  when 
lie  faw  a  pot  of  water  in  his  hand.  He  licked  grecdilv  thc 
mug,  the  glafs,  iron  ;  in  (hort,  every  thing  that  could  pro^ 
cure  for  his  tongue  the  fenfation  of  coolnefs  ;  but  it' docs  no$ 
appear  in  ehc  lead,  that  his  health  fulfercd  any  alteration  by 
fo  fevere  and  fo  long  a  want  of  all  forts  of  drink.  It  may  be 
inferred  from  lieVice,  that  cats  may  fupport  tliirft  for  a  confi- 
Jderable  time,  without  rilk  of  madnefs,  or  any  other  fatal  acci¬
